Although this work is called Encyclo- 

pedia of Jazz, it is not an encyclopedia in 
the accepted sense of the word. The major 
portion is devoted to biographical sketches, 
while the various subjects and terms con- 
nected with jazz are covered in two gen- 
eral articles. 

The statement is made by the publishers 
that this is the only book of its kind and 
that it presents for the first time the 
“whole exciting world of jazz,” that it is 
intended for everyone who wants to know 
about jazz and can be enjoyed as a reading 
experience and as an encyclopedia of 
events 

The author, Leonard Feather, is known 
as a composer, author, and recording art- 
ist in the field of jazz. He has been a con- 
tributor to Esquire, New York Times, 
Down Beat, and Metronome and is the 
author of Inside Be-Bop, published in 
1949. In gathering material for this work 
he has had assistance from other authori- 
ties whom he mentions in acknowledg- 
ment. 

The Encyclopedia is primarily a_ bio- 
graphical work; but the main section is 
preceded by “A Brief History of Jazz,” 
which “is intended to be a reference guide

Unfortunately, the 
subject matter is net indexed, and in order 
to locate specific information, e.g., an ex- 
planation of bop or boogie woogie, one 
must read the articles carefully. Near the 
end of the book there is a “Glossary of 
Terms Used by Jazz Musicians,” but the 
definitions given are brief, and the entries 
for bop and boogie woogie refer one also 
(without page numbers) to the above ar- 
ticles, terming them “historical section” 
and “technical section.”

The 1065 biographies of jazz musicians, 
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which are printed in double columns, oc- 
cupy 258 of the 360 pages of The Encyclo- 
pedia of Jazz. They vary in length from 
four lines to approximately two pages (for 
the article on Duke Ellington). Mr. Feath- 
er states in the “Introduction to Biogra- 
phies” that the jazz scene has fluctuated 
so much in recent years that many of the 
choices had to be more or less arbitrary, 
but that no lastingly important artist of 
any jazz school who had made his mark 
by early 1955 has been omitted. Some 
names which are found in Panassié’s Dic- 
tionnaire du Jazz (Paris: Laffont, 1954) 
have been omitted here, but they are in 
general of musicians of the New Orleans 
jazz era while Mr. Feather emphasizes the 
newer schools which have not been so well 
covered elsewhere. 

The biographical sketches are arranged 
alphabetically by the musician’s legal 
name, followed by any other name associ- 
ated with him, e.g., Terry, Dan (Daniel 
Kostraba) and Hunt, Walter “Pee Wee.” 
The only cross reference noted was: Carr, 
Joe “Fingers,” “see Busch, Louis F.” 
abbreviated 
form, and always in the same order: medi- 


Information is given in 
um (instrument, singer, arranger), place 
and date of birth, important associations, 
awards, sometimes favorites indicated by 
“Fav.” or “Fav. own rec.,” and the long- 
playing records on which he can be heard, 
often listed by number only. The musi- 
cian’s address is given at the end if he is 
permanently settled. In the cases of more 
important musicians there is some discus- 
sion of the nature and quality of their 
work. The biographical information, diffi- 
cult to check for the many young jazz art- 
ists, agrees with the biographical data for 
the arrangers who appear in The ASCAP 
Biographical Dictionary of Composers, 
Authors, and Publishers, 1952, and for the 
musicians who were checked in Esquire’s 
Jazz Book, 1945. In both cases the infor- 
mation in the Encyclopedia is the more 
detailed. 

The biographical section is the impor- 
tant part of this work, but there are other 
features which add to its usefulness. The 
most attractive of these is the collection 
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of 200 photographs of individual musicians 
and of famous jazz groups such as “The 
Original Dixieland Jazz Band in London, 
1919.” The illustrations are in black and 
white, photo offset, and come from the 
files of jazz periodicals or the collections 
of artist photographers. The plates are 
arranged in six 16-page inserts, paged 
with the text, but with no attempt to cor- 
relate them with the subject matter. There 
is an index of the illustrations following 
the table of contents. 

Immediately preceding the biographical 
section are two highly selective lists of 
jazz musicians; “Hall of Fame,” the five 
most important figures in the history of 
jazz to date, as chosen by ten critics; and 
“Giants of Jazz,” the ten (or fewer) most 
important names in jazz up to 1950 in each 
medium. There are a list of abbreviations 
and a “Glossary of Terms Used by Jazz 
Musicians” which makes only the claim 
that the terms in it were in current use in 
1955. The inclusion of ephemeral slang in 
a glossary intended to be of more than 
current interest is questionable. One illus- 
tration, hep, “adj. Obsolete among musi- 
cians. See Hip,’ shows the constant 
change in the use of expressions. Of the 
120 terms defined, only 66 refer directly 
to music and are the only ones that seem 
important to this work. 

Other special features of the work are 
a list of jazz organizations, with descrip- 
tions and addresses, a list of jazz record 
companies, with addresses, a “Basic Col- 
lection of Jazz Records,” listed, chronologi- 
cally, the cost of which would total about 
$160, and a selective bibliography of books 
and periodicals either in print or easily 
available in. libraries. Of questionable 
value are the separate list of musicians 
arranged by birthday, intended as an aid 
to television and radio program directors, 
and the “Directory of Biographies” which 
occupies the lower half of each page of the 
general index. 

The Encyclopedia is attractive in ap- 
pearance, bound in black cloth, with red 
and gold foil used for lettering and deco- 
ration. The paper is of good quality and 
the print is readily legible, the lines well 


spaced for comfortable reading. 

The Encyclopedia of Jazz, while not en- 
cyclopedic in scope, and not entirely satis- 
factory as a reference guide to the subject 
of jazz, provides the most complete and 
up-to-date biographical dictionary of jazz 
musicians available. The general articles 
on history and form are well written and 
authoritative, the biographical facts ac- 
curate, and the volume is attractively 
illustrated and bound. The work is recom- 
mended for all types of libraries, and for 
individuals interested in jazz.
